He was accustomed to spend 
ten minutes in the open air. unclothed, 
every morning, and, invariably, tcok a 
bath at‘a temperature neither colder nor 
warmer than the surrounding air. When 
troubled by insomnia he used to take off 
his night garments, walk up and down for 
a few minutes in front of an open window, 
and then return to bed, where he fell 
asleep ammediately. I[t is possible, how- 
ever, that these Spartan methods imight 
not suit people with weak constituticns.

The Irish Aero Club is losing another 
of its instructors, Mr. E. J. Dease, who is 
to become an official of the British Air 
Ministry.

The Jarrey had all too short: a journey 
hefore it made wav gracefullv for the 
Trish Cyclist and Athlete, published bv the 
same firm, and numbering among its con- 
tributors several of the stars of the older 
paper.

PROTECTION: . 


THE DAMAGE AT 
GREYSTONES 


HEN I visited Greystones, writes a 
WV correspondent, I was astonished at 
the damage caused to the little har- 
bour by the mountainous seas of the past 
week. The harbour is now of little use to 
the poor fishermen, who eke out a precarious 
existence from their calling, because huge 
boulders and rocks have been torn from their 
concrete bases and hurled into the fairway. 
Hundreds. of bathers who frequented this 
place in recent years will in future find their 
pleasure seriously impeded, unless some 
action is taken in the meantime between now 
and the summer months to repair the damage 
to the harbour wall and to remove the dééris. 
The force of the tides at this place must have 
been terrific, because over 60 feet of concrete 
boulders and rocks, weighing up to three 
tons each, have been dislodged and cast into 
the little harbour | 
Citizens whose property is destroyed by the 
sea, and who are thereby deprived of their 
means of livelihood, have no legal claim upon 
the State for monetary assistance, but. there 
are, as in this case, certain cases of excep- 
tional hardship deserving of assistance from 
local or other sources 


HOUSES DEMOLISHED 


During the past few years grave damage 
has been caused by the tides’ during onshore 
gales on our eastern seaboard, but, in par- 
ticular, Greystones, Wicklow and Rosslare 
have suffered seriously from the mountainous 
seas. Whole blocks of houses have been de- 
molished by the tides, while a roadway and a 
church have been undermined at Rosslare. 

The pathway between Bray Head and-Grey- 
stones has suffered grave damage, and large 

ortions of the cliffs have fallen into the sea. 


he former ‘‘ permanent way” of. the 
railway ‘company is gradually. disappear- 
ing, or has already totally disappeared 


in some places owing to the action of the 
tides. This whole area is now exposed to 
the fury of future gales, because most of the 
defence works erected by the railway company 
before the line was diverted” have been 
destroyed. : : 

The old:tag, ‘‘ What is everyone s business 
is nobody’s business, appears to apply to the 
whole. question of coast protection in this 
country. Many acres of valuable lands—in 
some cases with homesteads and valuable 
buildings—have~been destroyed; yet nothing 
has been done to prevent further encroach- 
ment by the tides. 

The cost of preserving the coast-line in its 
present. condition without change, or the 
general defence of the realm against encroach- 
ment by the sea, would be prohibitive; but 
action should be concentrated at those 
exposed places where it is not only desirable, 
but aecessary and practicable. The duties of 
exercising general powers over the seashore 
and its "fhan should be assigned to some 
department of the State, and the Government 
should take the responsibility of carrying ‘out 
or assisting approved works of coast protec- 
tion when the object to be attained is of 
national importance, or where the owners of 
the property affected cannot afford to defray 
the whole cost. 

With the exception of some useful, but 
mostly minor, marine works undertaken by 
certain Government Departments in the past, 
together with some spasmodic efforts on the 
part of a few local authorities and private 
landowners, nothing of a general character 
has been done to safeguard the realm from 


THE CLAIM 


It has been claimed that the losses by 
erosion are Eeneeeny counterbalanced by 
accretion, in that where one area is inundated 
or croded another gains land to. much: the 
same extent. While it is true that small 
gains of land do take place, as, for example 
immediately south of Arklow Harbour, in 
other areas such as Greystones, Wicklow, 
Rosslare and Tramore, many unfortunate 
citizens have suffered, or are m grave dange) 
of suffering, serious financial loss through 
the destruction of their lands and homesteads 
by the tices,

where erosion is threatened, and that changes 


} in the levels of the bed of the sea should 


be noted on the charts in order that more 
accurate information as to the causes of 
coast erosion should be available. 

This important work was formerly per- 
formed by the British Admiralty, but since 
the establishment of the Irish Free State 
it has been totally neglected, with the result 
that soundings now shown on many Irish 
charts are unreliable. 

Much benefit would accrue also at various 
places on the seashore from the planting 
of bent and buckthorn, whose roots hold the 
sand together and prevent its drifting or 
being washed away by the tides. 


MARINE WORKS 


Defence works of a spasmodic character 
have been undertaken in some areas, and have 
been washed away almost as soon as they 
were completed, because they were erected 
without expert advice and by persons with 


little, if ‘any, — practical experience 
in building marine works. In other 
cases serious disintegration of the 
adjoining shore has been caused’ by 


diverting the “et” or “make up” of the 
tides, whereas a judicious planning with 
concerted action under expert advice would 
have resulted not only in protecting, but also 
in enlarging the coastal area of the country. 
No marine work, whatever its object, should 
be sanctioned without the previous advice of 
an engineer specially skilled in coast protec- 
tion work, and without special regard being 
had to the probable effects of the proposed 
works in connection with coast erosion.

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of flax by new methods, and hopes 

are entertained of a big extension ot 
the industry in Ireland, Yesterday a repre- 
sentative deputation of cotton spinners from 
Lancashire visited Belfast and wmterviewed 
the Ulster Farmers’ Union with reference to 
the new process for weav.ng flax and cotton 
into. cloth. The deputation desired to know 
if flax growers in the North of Ireland could 
undertake to provide all the supplies of fibre 
required. The question of an economic price 
was discussed. and it is believed. that if 
arrangements can be completed there will be 
a big increase in the amount of flax grown, 


FLAX AND COTTON 


The grounds upon which hope for a big 
revival of fiax-growing is based are to be 
found in. the claim made by the cotton 
spinrers as to the discovery of a method of 
treating flax by which it and cotton can be 
combined in the production of a fabric cer- 
tain to gain the favour of the purchasing 
public, 

This achievement, it: appears, has been 
brought, about after much scientific research 
and practical engineering. At first many 
difficulties had to be contended with, but 
eventually all of these were surmounted, 
chiefly in the direction of dyeing, which for 
a time did not seem to be possible to a 
sufficiently satisfactory extent. 

The cotton spinners want short fibre flax, 
such as comes off hilly land with little depth 
of soil, and also waste straw, which has been 
of no use to flax spinners. | 


MILL: IN THE NORTH 


The possibility exists of the establishment 
of a mill in the North of Ireland to deal 
with the scutching and spinning of flax 
into yarn before it is sent across to Man- 
chester for weaving into the material indi- 
cated. 

The conference took place in private, and 
after a most interesting discussion, as Mr. 
David Wright, J.P., secretary of the union, 
informed our representative, it adjourned for 
four weeks, when the representatives of the 
eotten spinners and also of the engineering 
firms concerned are to return. 

An official report says that the spinners 
gave an explanation of the new process for 
the manufacture of linen and cotton fabric 
and a linen-woollen fabric on the existing 
machinery used in the Lancashire cotton 
trade. An interchange of views took place 
with regard to the purchase of sunpnlies of 
unretted flax straw from growers in Northern 
Ireland, and the making of contracts for 
bulk supplies for the needs of the new 
industry 

The Lancashire representatives are return- 
ing home to report on the progress made 
with the growers, and a further conference 
between growers and snpihners was arranged 
to complete arrangements and sign contracts. 

The conference was presided over by Mr. 
W. F. MecMordie, J.P., President of the 
Union.

in the Irish Free State on New Year's 

Day, the Department of Agriculture 
states that when opportunity offered farmers 
were engaged in lifting sugar beet and tur- 
nips, and some ploughing of lea and stubble 
land was carried out, Otherwise very little 
field work could be attempted, and conse- 


was much farther behind than usual. 

At the close of December ample supplies 
of hay, roots and home-grown grain were on 
hands on all farms, and in districts. where 
sugar beet is grown the pulp was being used 
freely as a feeding stuff. -Farmers who grew 
wheat had also considerable supplies of small 
wheat available for feeding. 

Live stock were reported to be healthy, 
although outlying stock suffered somewhat 
in condition from the effects of the cold 
and wet weather. No report of any serious 
outbreak of disease was received from any 
quarter. 


CORN CROPS 


The great bulk of the wheat crop was dis- 
posed of by the end of November, and com- 
paratively small supplies of oats and barley 
were marketed during December, owing to 
the somewhat low prices prevailing as com- 
pared with the corresponding sesiad of 1933. 
The effect of the Order made by the Minister 
for Agriculture raising from 334 to .40. per 
cent. the proportion of home-grown: grain to 
be incorporated with all maize milled in the 
Saorstat as from the second week of’ De- 
cember has not had time to make itself felt 
on the demand for home-grown’ grain, but 
as the season advances’ it will create a fresh 
demand for oats and barley. ) 


FLAX 


The reports of the flax crop are satisfac- 
tory, the yield being well above the average, 
and the quality of the fibre varying from 
good to excellent. Demand was not quite go 
keen in December as in November, but yet 
continued steady for the best quality fibre. 
Prices ranged from 74s. to 84s per cwt. 
according to quality. 

The hfting of the main crop was com- 
pleted during the month under favourable 
conditions. Stocks on hands of growers at 
the end of the month were about average 
for the. season. The tubers were keeping 
well in the pits, with not more than the 
normal percentage of wastage. Expert de- 
mand took a sharp upward turn during the 
month, prices advancing from £2 10s. Od. 
to £3 10s. Od. per ton. Indications point 
to a continved good demand. 

The mangel crop was stored in good con- 
dition. Turnips were not quite up to aver- 
age in yield, but the quality generally was 
good. Sugar beet yields, ong the whole, 
were around last years average. 

Owing to the inclemency of the weather, 
very few additional sowings of wheat were 
made during Deeember. Reports from every 
district, however, indicate that from the 
areas of land’ prepared, and the quantities of 
seed purchased, sowing will proceed rapidly 
a3 soon as opportunity occurs; and, should 
the weather in January and February, prove 
favourable, an increase of at least 50 per 
cent. on last year’s acreage may be antici- 
pated.

CHARACTER AND QUALITY |

In view of statements that the water 
supplied recently in certain areas of Dublin 
City was of a different quality or character 
from the usual supply, a city official yester- 
day stated that there had been no change. 
The water supplied to all citizens was both 
chemically and bacteriologically tested, and 
proved to be wholesome in all respects. . 

It appears, however, that, owing mainly 
to recent weather conditions, there has been 
some variation in the method of distribution. 
The old Rathmines ToWnship reservoir is 
utilised in conjunction with the Stillorgan 
Reservoir. It is possible that people in a 
certain area might find the supply different 
in character from that to which they are 
accustomed, because their sources of: dis- 
tribution were altered, and water which in 
another area is in customary use would 
appear to them to be harder or of a different 
character, St hin 

The cause of the Wariation in distribution 
could not be ascertained, but the assurance 
was given that Dublin’s water supply is of 
100 per cent. quality, and is the most whole- 
some of that in any city in the world.

LLEGED to have evaded the full pay- 

ment of duty on horses imported 

from the Irish Free State, Daniel Doherty, 

described as a horse dealer, of Alpbury 

Farm, Yetminster, West Dorsét, smade 

another appearance at the Mansion House, 
London, Police Court, yesterday. 

At the last hearing Mr. B, M. Stephen- 
son, prosecuting, for the Commissioners of 
Customs and Excise, said that the case 
against Doherty was that his declared 
value of the horses was considerably below 
the purchase price as shown in his cash 
book, and that, as a result, the Revenue 
had suffered a loss of duty of over £200. 

Doherty denied the charges, and in a 
statement read by the prosecution declared 
that he could produce witnesses from 
Ireland to prove that the invoices pre- 
sented to the Customs represented the true 
prices of the horses imported. 


CUSTOMS OFFICER'S 
MISTAKE 


Yesterday Lester Walker, an officer in 
the Valuation Department of the Customs, 
said that after further inspection of 
Doherty’s books he thought that certain 
cheques, which at the last hearing he said 
related to certain transactions, actually 
were in respect of other transactions. 

Mr. H.. Myers (defending)—Is it the 
whole case here that you are setting out 
to prove that Mr. Doherty has paid more 
for horses than, in fact, he says he has ?— 
Yes, [ suppose it is. 

If the case had been left in the hands 

of the Lord Mayor when it was last before 
the Court, and this man had been con- 
victed, part of your evidence would have 
been honestly incorrect {—In so far as I 
can see, it would be, 
Last time you allocated certain cheques 
to certain horses. This week, on further 
perusal of the books, you think you were 
wrong. To what extent were you wrong /— 
I have found new cheques, amounting to 
£25 and £59, which were not included in 
my previous evidence. 

Walker said that he had tried to allo- 
cate certain cheques to certain entries in 
the books. He agreed that, if at the same 


time as a cheque transaction there were 
cash transactions, he would not be in a 
position to trace the latter. 

Mr. Myers—Supposing this man went to 
Ireland and had two transactions at the 
same time—one cheque and one cash— 
there is no record of the cash transaction 
at all.— That is so. 


WITNESSES. NOT COMING 
FROM IRELAND 


Reference was made to witnesses for the 
defence who, it had been said, were com- 
ing from the South of Ireiand. 

Mr. Myers said that he had letters to 


but he could not disclose them. 

Doherty, in evidence, said that for 
thirty years he had been purchasing 
horses in Ireland, and selling Gin there, 
or bringing them to England. He had sold 
horses to many of the great families of 
England. On Fair days he paid for horses 
by cash; on other occasions he sometimes 
paid by cheque. When he brought horses 
to England he produced to the Customs 
officer a receipt for the purchase price. 
Mr. Myers—In every case which has 
been discussed or referred to in this Court, 
have you produced, and have the Customs 
got, the original receipt for what you say 
you paid for these horses ’—Yes. 

Doherty said that the receipts were 
given by reputable farmers in the South 
of Ireland. He had tried to get them to 
come to court and had offered to pay their 
expenses, but they would. not come to 
London. His prices were not accepted by 
the Customs, who made their own valua- 
tion, and he had paid duty on those 
valuations and not on the receipts. 

Doherty said that he had only imported 
a named horse on One occasion, and that 
was a racehorse from Dublin. The horses 
in the present case were all hunters—raw 
from the field. 

Mr. Myers referred to an entry in 
Doherty’s book: ‘‘ Brown mare, Knight of 
Kilcash,’” and asked if that were a likely 
name for a mare. Surely it should be 
“Dame of Kileash.’’ (Laughter. ) 

Doherty said that he did not know that 
the Customs officers had the right to in- 
spect his books, and he naturally resented 
their visit to his premises. | 

Questioned about a horse called Red 
Theo, Doherty replied: “When we had 
that horse we called him Ginger.’’ 

Further questioned by Mr. Stephenson 
about entries in a book, Doherty said: “‘ 1 
know nothing about entries in the book. 
My son kept the book.” 

Phihp Doherty then gave evidence of the 
way in which the book was kept. 

Mr. Stephenson—Why did you add the 
expenses of horses imported to the cost of 
horses not imported and leave out entirely 
the cost of horses imported?—I suppose 
one balances the other. 


A LONG WAY FROM LONDON 


Mr. Myers said that there was a very 


simple answer to the case, but if was a 


long way from London. The horses were 
purchased in Ireland, imported at Bristol, 
Doherty carried on business,in Dorset, an 
he was charged in the City of London. 
Although that was right and proper, it was 
a little hard that he should be brought to 
London, where the people in the South of 
Ireland from whom he bought the horses 
would not come. 

The Lord Mayor, after a brief retire- 
ment, said that there was a doubt on two 
of the summonses, and Doherty would 
have the benefit of it. On the other six 
he would be convicted. 

Mr. Stephenson said that on these six 
summonses the Customs had _ been 
defrauded of about £470. 

Doherty was fined £300 each on two of 
the summonses, and £100 each on the 
other four, making a total of £1,000. He 
was also ordered to pay twenty-five guineas 
costs. ; 
Mr. Myers said that Doherty had £100 
in his pocket, and he would pay that at 
once. He asked for further time to pay 
the balance. are ee

Town planning was discussed at, the sitting 
of the Local Government (Dublin) Tribunal 
in the Four Courts, Dublin, yesterday, when 
the examination of the Dun Laoghaire 
Borough Manager (Mr. P. J. Hernon) was con- 
tinued by Mr. A. E, Wood, K.C. (appearing 
for the Dublin Corporation). 

Replying to Mr. Wood, Mr. Hernon said 
that he was aware of the great difficulties 
facing the Dublin Corporation at the present 
time in regard to the water supply. Es

culties that a considerable expenditure, about 
£25,000, had been made in connection with 
the Ballyboden and Stillorgan supply. He 
realised, also, that it would be necessary, if 
the existing conditions continued, to imple- 
ment the water available to the Corporation 
by means of a Liffey scheme. _ 

The principles of town planning were welt 
in view before the passage of the Act, and 
as Dun Laoghaire was the gateway of Ire- 
land the best kind of town planning was 
necessary. He admitted that at the entrance 
to Dun Laoghaire township, at the junction 
of York street and Lower George s street. 
artisans’ dwellings had been erected, but said 
that that had taken place in 1904. ? 

In 1932 ten houses were erected at Sweet- 
man’s avenue, Blackrock, County Dublin, 
They were erected on what had hitherto been 

children’s playground. 
e Speaking * the main traffic road to 
Killiney, Mr. Hernon agreed that it was a

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FINE "CELLO PLAYING 
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MR. JOSEPH SCHOFIELD’S 
RECITAL 


It was gratifying to seo so large an audience 
in the Engineers’ Hall, Dublin, last night, for 
the ’cello recital given by Mr. Joseph Scho 
field. One felt that it was a genuine recogni- 
tion not only of his own marked ability as a 
‘cellist. but of the splerdid work he is doing 
in our midst to develop young string players. 

The programme was admirably selected. It 
was pleasant to hear the opening Suite (No. 
3), by Ariosti, who was a contemporary and 
for some time a rival of Handel during the 
latter's early years in London, Indeed, 
Ariosti, Bonnoncini, and Handel were all 
three engaged to collaborate in the prepara- 
tion of an opera, “ Muzio Scaevolo,” of which 
Ariosti wrote the first part. But he faded out 
later and returned to the Continent. - Apart 
from composition he was a first-rate player on 
the viola d’amore. In the Suite plaved last 
night he showed fine constructive ability and 
admirable ingenuity in working out his sub- 
jects. Mr. Schofield imparted to the work 
pulsating life and colour. His tone quality 
was rich and warm and the playing well 
shaded. The latter two movements were very 
appealing. In a succeeding group the soloist 
was supported by a small group of strings 
from the Arbourfield players—that very pro- 
mising orchestra which he has got together— 
and from this ensemble was heard a pleasant 

erformance of the Handel “ Largo,” a de- 
icately moving Minnetto by the eighteenth 
century master of the ‘cello, Boccherini, a 
piece entitled .‘‘Sagairt tar Teorach,’’ by 
Swan Hennessy, which had a distinétive Trish 
strain running through it, and a lovely little 
descriptive piece, ‘‘ Musette,’’ by Offenbach, 
which was worth hearing for the opportumty 
it gave Mr. Schofield to score some very 
striking effects in technique. 

From the musical point of view, the 
piece de resistance was the playing of the 
Grieg Sonata in A minor, for piano and ’cello, 
with Mrs. Eleanor Maley at the piano. There 
was a splendid nnderstanding between the 
two instruments, and the mood of the work 
was well reflected. They were particularly 
happy in the Allegro with its tricky changes.

A, Byrne, T.D.) has told an Jrish 
| Times reporter of his disappointment 
that all the tenants of the Coady’s Cottages 
and Janeville area have not been accommo- 
dated before now in houses recently built in 
their area by the Corporation of Dublin. 

This area was “Ah ha Sunday night to a 
depth of over three feet; - 

‘rom inquiries made yesterday it is to be 
feared that there is further disappointment 
in store for the Lord Mayor and the unfor- 
tunate people in the area. It is understood 
that the officials having charge of the housing 
.m this area have been able to make arrange- 
ments for the housing of only twelve families. 

In view of deputations that are continually 
waiting on the Lord Mayor with complaints 
m this matter regarding other housing 
affairs, it is only fair to point out that 
the Lord Mayor has no power to allocate 
even a single room to any person, however 
urgent the case may be. Responsibility lies 

the City Manager and his 
appointed representative on the Housing 
Committee, Mr. Thomas Burke. 

On behalf of the administration it is to be 
said: that they: have on hand a couple of 
hundreds of cases of people housed in un- 
inhabitable dwellings where the conditions 
were declared to be worse than those of the 
tenants of Coady’s Cottages. 


NOT CONDEMNED 


In the cases of the tenants who are not 
included in the dozen families for whom 
new houses are to be provided, the reason 
given for not admitting their claims is that 
their houses have not been condemned as 
totally unfit for human habitation. A 
dweller in the area said that it was a 
mystery why the medical authority had not 
condemned these houses. It appears, how- 
ever, that many dwellings in the city would 
be condemned if the supply of houses were 
normal, 

Some tenants of the Coady’s Cottages and 
Janeville flooded areas have gone back to 
their houses already, notwithstanding that 
they were inundated only 48 hours ago, and 
that there still is water under the floors. 
In other cases families have been divided up 
among neighbouring houses, a necessity 
which is attended with particular difficulty 
in the case of children. 

Apart from what the inhabitants of the 
area suffer from recurring floods and the 
general dilapidation of their dwellings, some 
of the tenants have to live under conditions 
which are altogether discreditable to a 
modern city, where, as it-was pointed ont 
yesterday, the Council of Representatives is 
so much concerned with improved lighting 
and the “desired amenities of proposed town- 
planning. ‘They say that the sanitary 
accommodation is quite inadequate, and that 
it is a galling experience to find tenants 
from a distance installed in the new houses 
which the Corporation is erécting in their 
immediate neghbourhood.

ANTI-AIRCRAFT GUN 


In order to be in a position to pass rapidly 
from a peace time to a war time production 
it would have to manufacture on a scale far 
higher than we normally required. After a 
prolonged peace most of its production would 
be obsolete, State manufacture was tradi- 
tionally unenterprising. In private manufac- 
ture there was the restless activity which 
derived from competition and from the fear 
of being left behind in the race for employ- 
ment. The State had the right to acquire 
any patented new invention which might be 


| developed by the enterprise of private firms, 


a right which was of first class importance. 
One of the most important counter-weapons 
for land purposes to the aeroplane—which 
might be a determining factor in the war of 
the future—was the anti-aircraft gun. 
Vickers technical staff had designed a gun 
which “in competition with the world had 
proved its’ pre-eniinence. 

Sir Herbert Lawrence stated that the ques- 
tion of the manufacture of arms by the State 
or by private firms had been obscured by a 
certain amount of prejudice and accusations 
of corrupt practice and by a very imperfect 
understanding of what was comprised in the 
term ‘* armaments.’’ 

“Such statements as I have seen,” con- 
tinued Sir. Herbert, “have been largely 
distortions of facts which bear a simple ex- 
planation. The prejudice is the expression 
of an honourable but perhaps mistaken ideal 
respecting the sanctity of life and the 
iniquity of war which must command 
sympathy.”’ 

Assuming that armaments were required, 
it was clear that they must be modern and 
in a mechanical age thoroughly up-to-date.

After Fourteen Years 


Fourteen years ago to-day the first 
Provisional Government of the Irish Free 
State came into being. Two days pre- 
viously, after one of the most dramatic 
debates of modern times, the Anglo-Irish 
Treaty, which had been signed in London 
on December 6th, 1921, was ratified by 
Dail Eireann by the narrow majority of 
sixty-four votes to fifty-seven, and after 
Mr. de Valera had been proposed as 
President, and defeated by two votes, the 
late Mr. Arthur Griffith was chosen to 
lead the Provisional Government. Much 
water has flowed down the Liffey since 
those eventful days at Earlsfort terrace. 
Dail Eireann’s acceptance of the Treaty 
was endorsed by the electorate; yet a 
civil war was forced upon the people, and 
for five long years the Republican wing of 
the old Sinn Fein Party—the group that, 
led by Mr. de Valera, refused to accept 
the Treaty—remained aloof from the 
counsels of the struggling young nation, 
until finally, after the murder of Kevin 
O’Higgins, Fianna Fadil put its pride in 
its pocket and assumed the responsibilities 
of parliamentary opposition. From that 
moment onward its accession to power 
became only a Mr. 
Cosgrave’s Government had been in office 


matter of time. 


for several years, and, in the absence of 
a substantial opposition, had begun to act 
in a rather high-handed manner, It had 
done the State great service. Not only 
had it built a stable economy upon 
revolutionary foundations, in the teeth of 
armed opposition, but it had earned the 
respect: of the whole civilised world for 
the manner in which it had tackled and 
overcome its difficulties. Within the 
framework of the Treaty it had worked 
loyally with its fellow-members of the 
British Commonwealth, insisting at the 
same time, that this mother 
country, and that the doctrine 
equality must be translated into fact. 
This point was gained at the Imperial 
Conference of 1926, largely through. the 
efforts of Kevin O’Higgins, and four years 
later, when Mr. McGilligan was Minister 
for External Affairs, the Statute of West- 
minster placed the status of the Dominions 
on a totally new footing, removing every 
trace of British over-lordship, and leaving 
only the link of the Crown to hold the 
several members of the Commonwealth 
together. 5 

When Mr. Cosgrave left office he was 
able to point to ten years of almost un- 
paralleled achievement. Hé had built up 
a state of which Irishmen of all classes 
and all creeds could be proud. He had 
secured highly valuable concessions in the 
political sphere without the least infringe- 
ment of the Treaty; he had developed a 
lucrative export trade with the neighbour. 
ing isiand, and, with the aid of protective 


was a

tariffs, was beginning to foster a certain 
number of native manufacturing indus- 
tries. All these, and many other results, 
were secured with the active good-will of 
the British Government—the other party 
to the Treaty of 1921. There had. been 
differences of opinion, it is true. Mr. 
Cosgrave and his Ministers never hesitated 
te fight their corner to the utmost of their 
ability ; but they were loyal to the Treaty, 
and for that reason they won the con. 
fidence of successive Ministries in Great 
Britain. Then Mr. de Valera came into 
power. He and his followers inherited a 
prosperous State in full working order; 
they took over the Saorstát as a ‘‘ going 
concern,” with a first-class Civil Service, 
a well-trained and obedient Army, and, 
above all, a contented and _ thriving 
citizenry, Unhappily, they were not satis. 
fied with the rate of progress that had 
been maintained by their predecessors. 
They were young men in a hurry, itching 
to show the people what they could do; 
and how much better they could do it than 
the men who had been in charge of affairs 
for ten years: _Mr, Cosgrave and his 
colleagues had based their policy on the 
Treaty, -which they regarded rightly as 
Ireland's charter of freedom. The new 
comers laughed vat the Treaty, and decided 
to go their own way, apparently in- 
different to the effect which their attitude 
might have on our. neighbours. One of 
their first actions was the removal of the 
oath of allegiance to the King from the 
Constitution—a step which they took 
without reference to London, as if. the 
Treaty never had been signed or ratified 
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at two general elections. They proceeded 
to tear up Treaty and Constitution piece 
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meal, ignoring alike the rights of the other 
party to the transaction and the feelings 
of those persons in this country who regard 
their citizenship of the Commonwealth as 
their birthright. : 

We do not suggest that all President 
de Valera’s work has been destructive. In 
some respects his achievements have been 
notable, and he has brought to his work a 
quality of single-mindedness which is far 
too rare among modern politicians. Yet, 
on balance, we fear that his policy has 
tended not only to estrange Great Britain 
from the Free State, but also to exacerbate 
the unfortunate differences which exist 
among our own people—particularly in 
Northern Ireland. He has swept away the 
last remnants of the Free State’s connec- 
tion with the other members of the 
Commonwealth.. Saorstát Kireann to-day 
is a Republic in everything but name, 
and, by his obstinate refusal to admit that 
the British have any rights under the 
Treaty, he has created a condition of 
affairs that has caused our country much 
hurt. ‘he end is not yet. Although little 
or no fault can be found with the financial 
policy of the Government as such, the 
incidence of Britain’s penal taxes on Irish 
exports, which are a direct result of 
President de Valera’s actions, has been 
hitting the people very severely. Huge 
sums of money have been lost by the 
farmers during the last three years. An 
industry which was flourishing when 
Fianna Fáil came into power has been 
nearly ruined, and, although the Minister 
for Agriculture seems to think that he will 
be able to find a purchaser during the 
present year for every beast that is raised 
in Ireland, his hint that a market is being 
developed in Africa does not tend to 
inspire much confidence in his success. 
Why should it be necessary to go to Africa 
when the British market is on our door- 
step? Does President de Valera propose 
to maintain indefinitely the present condi- 
tion of affairs vis 4 vis Great Britain? He 
has admitted himself that agriculture is 
the basic industry upon which Ireland 
must continue to depend ; yet all his policy 
seems to be directed towards its destruc- 
tion. Even the manufacturing industries, 
en which he and his Ministers have set 
their hearts, cannot hope to prosper unless 
the farmers are thriving, and without an 
export trade to Britain the farming com- 
munity cannot live. After fourteen years 
ef self-government the Free State has 
reached a critical stage in its career. 
President de Valera can make, or mar, its 
future. He has proved that he can be a 
statesman in dealing with the affairs of 
other countries; is it possible that he 
cannot rise above the level of a politician 
in the affairs of his own? 


Traffic in Arms 


It is a coincidence that the question of 
private armament firms should have been 
given prominence on two occasions yester- 
day—at the Senate Munitions’ Inquiry in 
the United States, and the Royal Commis- 
sion on the Private Manufacture of Arms 
in Great Britain. These bodies have not 
finished their inquiries yet, but it is 10t 
too early to consider the reason which led 
the British and American Governments to 
appoint them. The position of armament 
firms has been a delicate and complex 
problem for some time past, and has led 
to a number of over-statements, On the 
one hand, it is asserted that these firms 
are a vital part of national defence, and, 
on the other, that their only interest is 
to stir up war, so as to increase their own 
profits. One n not accept the latter 
view in order to feel that there is some 


danger in a situation which leaves such 
great power in private hands. However 
high may be the principles of these firms, 
the fact remains that they are in the same 
position as any other industrial firm when 
it is a question of selling their goods. In 
other words, the great armament com- 
panies in Great Britain and on the Con- 
tinent work not only for their Govern- 
ments, but for export to other nations. 
This fact is dangerous enough in itself; 
for it is quite conceivable that the arms 
might eventually be used against the very

The public would feel safer if 
the supply of arms were a matter for the 
State alone, and yesterday's evidence at 
the Royal Commission that the 
armament firms themselves would have 
little objection to the change. “ The 
Government," said Sir Herbert Lawrence, 
on behalf of Messrs. Vickers Armstrong, 
‘could do what was done in the last war 
—take over the whole business as a going 
concérn.” It 1s possible, however, that 
the State might not be able to keep large 
plants at their proper level of efficiency 
without having the advantage of an export 
trade, or the chance of commercial 
activities; and this point raises the whole 
problem in the arguments for, and against, 
private, control.

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The Twisted Link 


There was once a time when the tele- 
phone looked and was operated like 
a potato masher. On both appeared the 
same unlovely funnel, to permit the mash 
egress on the potato machine, and ingress 
on the telephone. A turn of a handle set 
both in motion. In these days of the home 
beautiful, however, we have the telephone 
even more beautiful, and the handle has 
been superseded by a dial arrangement 
that operates with a pleasing whirr and 
click. Ear-piece and mouth-piece have 
been combined in one piece so cunningly 
designed as almost to enfold the face ; and 
rose pink, ivory white, and jade green 
models are quite possible if you like that 
sort of thing. Telephoning, in fact, might 
be.a pleasure truly sybaritic but for the 
bit of wire that joins the speaking end to 
the body of the machine. We use the 
description ‘‘ bit of wire ’’ contemptuously, 
but it is an ineffectual revenge. The bit 
of wire can transform a langourous and 
rather brilliantly witty telephone conversa- 
tion into a series of hog-like, breathless 
grunts. You have just sent the first 
bon mot, a little reminiscent of Max 
Beerbohm, you think, singing musically 
through the air, when you find that the 
cord, being slightly twisted, is tooshort. You 
pull it gently, and the telephone falls with 
a crash on the floor. You put it back with 
a laughing “ Just a moment, old man,” 
hold it tightly, and stretch the cord with 
diminishing good temper. It looks better 
now, and in a moment you are yourself, 
with that tinge of Mr. Beerbohm again. 
The cord scarcely has begun. The stretch- 
ing has injected it with life, and secretly 
it writhes and twists and curls until it 
has shrunk to a bare foot of still active 
wire. Mr. Beerbohm now is a perspiring, 
struggling, cursing human being. So 
furious has the indignation in England 
become over these telephone cords that the 
General Post Office, ever courteous, has 
been moved to reply. Gently the Post 
Office blames the subscriber for using the 
receiver as a bolas. If citizens took it more 
easily, maintains the Post Office, there 
would be no trouble; but the Post Office 
can know nothing of the langourous and 
rather brilliantly witty telephone conver- 
sationalist.

UBLIN is to be linked directly with 

New York by a new steamship service 
which starts next May. The Anchor Line, 
which operates a Transatlantic service 
from Glasgow, Belfast and Londonderry, 
has decided to establish a fortnightly 
service from the port of Dublin during the 


summer months, and the first ship, the 


16,800 tons t.s.s. California will sail for 
New York on May 9th. 

The Transylvania, a 17,000 tons ship on 
this line, will leave America for Dublin 
on the previous day. The crossing will 
tuke seven days. 

This announcement was made yesterday 
by Mr. A. T. McDonald, of*the Canadian 
Pacific Railway Company, who act as 
general agents in the Irish Free State for 
the Anchor Line (1935), Ltd., of Glasgow. 

In addition to the Transylvania and the 
California, two other ships, the 17,000 
tons liner Cameronia and the Caledonia 
(16,300 tons), will be making some of the 
Dublin-New York crossings, which will 
alternate with sailings from Belfast and 
Londonderry. The last sailings of the 
season, according to the present plan, will 


be from Dublin on September 12th and 


New York on August 22nd. 

The Anchor Line’s decision follows the 
steady improvements made in deep water 
berthage in the port of Dublin and the 
manner in which large cruising and pil- 
grimage liners using the port have been 
handled.

SEEN CLEARLY IN 
DUBLIN 


AEROPLANE USED BY 
ENGLISH OBSERVERS

Thousands of people in Dublin and 
throughout the country had their hopes 
realised yesterday evening when they saw 
the moon crawl through the shadow of the 
earth. 

Dubliners and people in other parts of 
Ireland were particuiarly fortunate in 
this respect, because in most other places, 
certainly in many areas in England, the 
eclipse was not visible owing tu clouds, 
and special observations were doomed to 
disappointment. 

Amateur astronomers and others in this 
country interested in the remarkable 
spectacle were delighted with the results 
of their wait, and, speaking to an Irish 
Times reporter last night, Sir John Moore, 
M.D., expressed the pleasure it afforded 
him to have had such a good view of the 
phenomenon, and stated that both before 
and after the eclipse the sky was much 
more cloudy than during the period of 
the moon’s disappearance. ' 

‘It was beautifully seen from beginning 
to end,” he added, “ and it was very pretty 
indeed.”’ 

Although the eclipse, which began at 
4.28 p.m., with the moon well above the 
north-eastern horizon, occupied over three 
hours, the crawl actually took place at a 
speed of nearly 2,300 m.p.h. For twenty- 
three minutes, from 5.58 p.m. until 6.21 
p.m., the moon was completely obliterated, 
there being nothing left beyond a copper- 
coloured vacancy. 

On its reappearance, the ‘‘orbed maiden” 
passed through all the lunar phases which 
usually take a month, in a period of 
ninety minutes, and it was its former self 
by 7.50 p.m., its performance having been 
followed. by many thousands of people in 
the city and suburbs. 

Apart from its spectacular value, the 
eclipse was of very little scientific im- 
portance, and on the part of professional 
astronomers there was no great keenness 
to follow it through its various stages. 
The last total eclipse of the moon that was 
visible to the naked eye took place fifteen 
years ago, but a partial eclipse was clearly 
seen on September 14th, 1932. 


NOT SEEN IN LONDON 


While in London and Southern England 
heavy rain. clouds prevented people from 
observing the total eclipse of the moon 
an excellent view was obtained at Leeds. 

In a four-seater cabin machine a pilot, 
wireless operator, photographer and a pas- 
sel ger went up from Heston Aerodrome 
They encountered rain. wind and thick 
hanks of cloud for over eight thousand 
feet, but above that everything was clear, 
and a good view of the eclipse was ob- 
tained. The ’plane reached a height of 
twelve thousand feet.

Better weather, and promise of further 
improvement, cheered the flood sufferers 
in France to-day. Most districts reported 
that the river-levels were rather Jower, 
or, at least, stationary. Thousands of 
acres of land are, however, still sub- 
merged, and hundréds of thousands of 
pounds’ damage has been done, especially 
in Nantes and on the banks of the Loire, 
where extraordinary scenes were witnessed 
to-day. In Nantes people were moving 
about the main streets in canoes and other 
boats, while in the fields outside 
peasants in waders carried in their arms 
rabbits, hens, pigs and dogs, which they

had rescued from the floods. 
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and stores at the rear, with all their con- 
tents. 

The fire, after devouring these three 
premises, spread rapidly to the adjoining 
shops on the northern side, and Miss 
Graham’s fruit store, Mr. Kern’s pork 
butcher’s shop, and Mr. P. Connolly’s ex- 
tensive licensed premises at the corner of 
the block, leaving nothing of any of the six 
houses but the smouldering outer walls. 

It was Drogheda’s most disastrous fire 
within living memory. At the height of 
its furv, about four o'clock this morning, 
the whole town and countryside were 
lighted up, flames leaping high into the 
sky, and the heat was so intense that 
windows on the opposite side of the strect 
were cracked, and paint burned off the 


woodwork. 
THE ALARM 

The alarm was given at haif-past two 
o’clock by Mr. Peter Gannon, of Dunleer, 
and by other parties returning from the 
Louth Hunt Ball at Beaulieu. Imme- 
diatelv the whole street was roused. When 
Mr. Michael Connolly, who, with his 
family, lived over the rhops, was aroused, 
the whole downstairs portion of the 
premises were ablaze, and the family, along 
with three or four assistants who live in, 
retreated to the top storey. It was 
thought at first that the frightened people 
would jump from the top windows to the 
street below, but eventually they made 
their escape by jumping from a. back 
window on to the roof of a store, and 
descending from that to the ground. 

One of the assistants, Edward Sneenan, 
a native of Co. Monaghan, in jumping, 
crashed through the store roof and was 
severely bruised. 

Mrs. Connolly and her young baby had 
to be assisted from the store roof to the 
street 

Considerable difficulty was experienced 
in arousing Mr. Kern, pork butcher, and 
his wife. Knocking and shouting failed 
to waken them, and finally one of the 
upper windows had to be burst open by 
a ladder, when Mr. and Mrs. | Kern 
descended to safety. Mr. Kern had to be 
restrained from re-entering the shop to 
save some valuables.

By this time the Drogheda hand-cart 
fire brigade, as well as the whole force of

Connolly Brothers’ three shops and stores 
fed the fury of the blaze, and these three 
houses were gutted in a remarkably short 
time. In Mr. P. Connolly's licensed 
premises wines and spirits blazed 
furiously. 


TERRIFYING 
Between 3.30 and 4 o’clock, when the 


fire was at its height,. the scene was 
described by an eye-witness as terrifying. 
The occupants of nearly. all the other 
houses in Shop street vacated their 
premises, fearing that the disaster would 
involve the whole street. The blaze 
reached a height of 75 feet, and the night 
was punctuated with explosions of cart- 
ridges and oil tins and the noise of roofs 
and floors falling in. 

This morning traffic was diverted from 
Shop street, and the hundreds of citizens 
who gathered to view the mass of 
wreckage were prevented from approach- 
ing the ruined buildings, because the 
upstanding outer walls threatened to 
topple out on the street. | | 

The. fire was still smouldering this 
evening, and efforts were made to 
retrieve some of the destroyed household 
property from the wreckage. 


THE RUINED SHOPS 


Messrs. Connolly Bros., in whose 
premises the fire originated, carried on a 
very large wholesale and retail hardware 


‘business, as well as being large importers 


of cement, corrugated iron and other 
builders’ materials. Their three shops 
were newly reconstructed about eight or 
ten years ago. 

Mr. P. Connolly’s licensed premises, the 
corner house which marked the limit of 
the fire, was an imposing building erected 
by the present owner’s father in 1889. In

STRANGE FACT 

‘‘Non-payment of the annuities to Great 
Britain did not authorise their transfer to 
the Exchequer. A special Act of Parliament 
had to be passed in 1933 to authorise the 
payment of annuities into the Exchequer. 
In view of the Government newspaper state- 
ment that we were legally and. morally 
entitled to the annuities, is it not strange 
that further legal authority was. required 
from the Oireachtas to put the annuities into 
the Exchequer? ‘The reason for the passing 
of the Land (Purchase Annuities Fund) Act. 
1933—the further legal authority I refer to— 
is that action was taken in the courts to 
compel the Government to apply the annuities 
to their legal purpose of paying interest on 


Land Stocx. Such action having been 
taken in the courts to he the 
Government to comply with the law, the 


Government secured the passing of the Act 
of 1933, to which I have referred, in order 
to legalise for the first time the transfer of 


the annuities into the Central Fund—The 
Irish Free State Exchequer. The Govern- 


ment of Ireland Act, 1 according. to the 
Fianna Fail Government, gave these annuities 
to the Exchequer of Southern Ireland, and, 
therefore, to the Central Fund of the Irish 
Free State. If-this was so, why was it 
considered necessary to pass another Act for 
the same purpose? 


“The Government press harps on the 
catch-cry ‘Secret agreement’ in an en- 
deavour to cloud the issue and to divert 
attention from the failure of the Govern- 


ment to fulfill its promise that the annuities 
could be legally retained with nothing but 
advantage to Insh agneculture. 

THE ISSUE 

issue in connection with the 
annuities is evaded by the Government 's 
daily paper. As I have already pointed out, 
the main question 1s—What, according to 
Irish law, was the destination of the annui- 
ties when collected by the Irish Land Com- 
mission’ The Jast Government was advised 
by leading members of the Irish Bar that, 
apart from any agreement, Irish law imposed 
on the Government the obligation of apply- 
ing the annuities to their statutory purpose 
of paying interest and Sinking Fund on 
Guaranteed Land Stock. The Government 
has not vet succeeded before any competent 
tribunal in proving the incorrectness of that 
legal opinion. By its action in passing the 
Land (Purchase Annuities Fund) Act of 1933 
it prevented the Irish Courts from deciding 
the point. 

“The Agreements of 1923 and 1925 are now 
the subject of hostile criticism on the part 
of the Government and its press, they 
were good Agreements, and not then beyond 
the capacity of the country to bear in the 
conditions then existing. Presumably the 
Government, and its press, would say that 
they were too onerous. The proof that they 
were not too onerous lies in the actual pay- 
ments made by the land annuitants. In 
1925, at the transfer of the Land Commission, 
there were arrears amounting to £640,000 
due in respect of land annuities. 

ANNUITIES’ ARREARS 

“Lp to January, 1931, not only were the 
annuities paid each year, but a considerable 
sum was taken off the accumulated arrears. 
trom December, 1954, up to the 3lst January, 
1995, the arrears on the halved annuities 
amounted to £1,185,000. For that period, 
covering three hali-yearly gales, twice as 
much is in arrears as for 00 years previously. 
Not only that, but the head of tne Govern- 
ment aamits that the British Government is 
collecting the. annuities by means of penal 
tarilis at the cost of a greater dislocation to 
business in this country than if the annuities 
were being paid voluntarily. We are now in 
a worse position than if the land annuity pay- 
ments were being voluntarily made, The only 
compensation aftorded the agricultural indus- 
try by the coal-cattle agreements is to prt 
that industry in a position slightly better 
than in 1934, but in a far worse state than 
during the first eighteen months of the con- 
flict, while imposing a severe burden on the 
general body of citizens through the operation 
of the coal’ tas, 


WORLD’S BEST CATTLE 

“ As a result of last year’s agreement, the 
British were enabled to put 5,000 miners 
into constant employment and close on 
£500,000 extra into their Exchequer, the duties 
on the extra cattle. They got delivery of the 
best cattle in the world at the cheapest price 
while selling their coal at the Inghest. 

‘The Government and their spokesmen are 
experts at criticism of their predecessors’ 
agreements. The Government newspaper's 
leading articles on the coal-cattle pact—if that 
can be called an agreement—evidence through- 
out the whole series pique, .irelevancy, 
evasion, and barren criticism. 

“What the country is really and vitally 
concerned with is the negotiation of a satis- 
factory settlement, which will ensure pros- 
perity to agriculture and a fair prospect, by 
reason of that prosperity, to the secondary in- 
dustries and to employment generally through- 
out the Saorstat.’’

Kavanagh, the judges, said that the plough- 
ing in many instances was up to a very high 
standard. 

Dr. Ryan said that the farmers of the Free 
State should sow winter seed before the 
middle of February, if they could at all. If 
they could not do that the Department would 
have to do their best to have spring seed 
for them. There was only a limited quantity 
of Red Marvel to be got, and there was con- 
siderable difficulty in: getting it, as it is sown 
only here and in England. The English 
farmers are increasing ‘their wheat acerage, 
so that they will require a great deal more 
of their own seed. ‘*T am satisfied,’’ he 
said, “- that for the whole of the Irish Free 
State there will not be enough seed unless 
we sow a great deal before February.” 
The big surplus of barley this year was 
due, he said: (1) To the difficulty. anc ut 
storage on account of big wheat crops; (2) 
to the fact .that. maize millers were not 
absorbing as much oats and barley as, one 
would expect, the reason being that we are 
now veaching our full capacity in the milling 
of flour, which means we have about 3,000,000 
cwt. more offals than we used to have in 
this country, which meant that 150,000 acres 
of barley was replaced by offals. 


MORE POWER 


“T realised before the harvest was over 
that we were going to have these difficulties. 
but I could not. remedy them, because | 
had not the special power I would like to 
have. We have decided to go to the Iail 
for higher powers to deal with this question 


before the next harvesting comes in, he

PICKING UP THE

In an editerial article The Times 
observes to-day :-—Of the difficulties created 
for Mr. Roosevelt by Monday’s judgment 
of the Supreme Court, the cutting off of 
the substantial revenue derived from the 
processing taxes is, perhaps, the most 
urgent, though it is certainly not the most 
important. These taxes were estimated to 
yield no Jess than $500,000,000 this year, 
and. in addition of this loss, the Adminis- 
tration will be deprived of $200,000,000 of 
last year’s tax, payment of which, 1m cases 
brought before them, was suspended by the 
lower Federal Courts pending a final pro- 
nouncement upon the constitutionality of 
the Agricuitural Adjustment Act. There 
is, moreover, the danger that the manu- 
facturers, who last year and the year 
before paid over $1,000,000,000 in these 
taxes, may bring actions against the 
Administration demanding refund. This 
danger, however, is not so serious as it 
might seem at first sight, since a recent 
amendment. to the Act forbids the Court 
of Claims, in which the aections must be 
brought, to entertain demands for a 
refund, except in cases where the plaintiff 
ean show that he has actually suffered loss, 
that he has paid the tax out of his own 
pocket, and has not passed it on to his 
customers. Jt is generally believed that 
by far the greater part of this taxation 
has come out of the pockets, not of the 
manufacturers, but of the general public, 
which, indeed, has sometimes been called 
upon to pay more in increased prices than 
would cover the amount of the tax. 

At the end of Mr, Hoover’s Administra- 
tion, adds The Times, the United States 
seemed on the verge of ar economical and 
hnancial disintegration, with social and 
political consequences which no cne dared 
to contemplate. Panic was widespread, 
and everyone who could hastened to send 
his money out of the country to England, 
Holland or Switzerland, or to any place 
which seemed safer than America, 

The lessons of that collapse have now 
been forgotten by the leaders of finance 
atid business, and even to some extent 
oy the general public. They cannot, 
however, be forgotten by the President, 
whose courage and: resource pulled the 
country out of the worst depression in its 
history, or by his lheutenant, Mr. 
Wallace, to whose work and inspiration 
tlie farmer owes his restoration to com- 
parative prosperity. The A.A.A., the 
instrument which they fashioned and used 
to such good effect, has been struck from 
their hands. They have now to devise 
another to serve the same purpose, or 
run the risk of a return to the conditions 
which led to the crisis of 1932. There 
seems little immediate danger of any 
serious collapse of agricultural prices, 
but in a few months’ time, if nothing is 
done to prevent it, the removal of all 
control over planting and marketing is 
likely to lead to a fresh glut, with its 
inevitable consequences. Signs of this 
are already reported. Mr, Wallace has 
now summoned representative. farmers 
from all over the country to a conference 
to devise some new method of regulating 
production and maintaining prices, but 
4t is difficult to see what action can be 
taken by the Federal Government and 
Congress within the four corners of 
Constitution as interpreted by the 
Supteme Court. ' oat

arrived and 24,269 left, while 591 arrived 
and 636 left on the Clyde Shipping Com- 
pany's services. | 

The total number of passengers, inward 
and outward, that passed through the port 
in 1935 was 63,833. i 

Mr. Crowley expressed gratification at the 
total tonnage and the number oí passengers 
handled.

The experiments in educational systems, he 
said, had been made in other and greater 
countries than theirs, in countries where the 
tradition of organised education was much 
older, or, at least, less interrupted, than it 
had been here. : 
Instead of blind inquiry or destructive 
criticism, ‘they should preht by the expert- 
ments of others. If they did not want to go 
to Great Britain they could go to the great 
Continental countries, such. as France. and 
Germany, which had admittedly, efficient 
systems. 
Every system and. method of education in 
this country should keep in mind that it 
must enable. them to keep abreast of the 
general education standard of Europe. 


BASIS OF EDUCATION 


They had. the growing belief among ex- 
pert Catholic, educationists of international 
repute that’ claSsics and mathematics, pro- 
perly taught. were but the basis of educa- 
tion, the subjects best for mental discipline 
and tone, which were the most permancnt 
results of education. 

‘The tendency to-day to minimise the value 
of the classics from an educational stand- 
point, to reduce the secondary school pro- 
gramme to an enlarged primary school pro- 
cramme, without an ancient or modern 
language, was out of harmony with he ideals 
of their greatest schools and teachers in 
the days when Ireland led the way for 
Europe in intellectual achievements. 

Proposing the toast of ‘‘Our Patron, Dr. 
Collier, Bishop of Ossory,” Dr. P. J. 
Cassin, Kilkenny, said that since his lordship 
became President, and afterwards Bishop, 
the College had gone ahead by leaps and

An extraordinary situation has arisen in 
Athenry, County Galway, a town with about 
1,500 population, where there is an up-to-date 
waterworks and plenty of water in the wells, 
but at frequent intervals no water in the 
houses. To-day, though a fair day in the 
town, there was no water in the shops or 
hotels from 12.30 last night to 4 o'clock 
to-day. Boilers have burst in two houses 
because of the water shortage, and the 
owners in other places have stopped cooking 
in their ranges.

HARNESSING OF LIFFEY

The Dublin Board of Fishery Conservators, 
at their meeting yesterday, received a letter 
from the City Manager, which gave details 
of the proposed provision in the Liffey hydro 
electricity plans for protection of the fish.

Dr. O’Kane, Bishop 
of Derry, was absent through illness. 

Mr. Hugh McCormick proposed the. toast of 
the College, and said that he hoped the 
members of the Union would assist in pro- 
viding the new chapel for the College. 

Responding, the Very Rev. Dr. Farren 
(President of the College) thanked the Union 
for the valuable academic and sports prizes 
presented by them every vear. This year's 
academic prizes, he said, had been used for 
Gaeltacht scholarships, because they in the 
College would be failing in their duty if they 
did not help to foster the language of St. 
Columba, especially at the present time. That 
they were meeting with some success was 
proved by the fact that when their pupils 
were in open competition with boys from the 
Free State, as they were in the University, 
Maynooth, and the Civil Service examinations, 
they were able to give a good account of 
themselves in the Gaelic language.

It was stated 
at the meeting of the Management Com- 
mittee to-day that the dispute was due to thé 
fact that the Amalgamated Plumbers and 
Glaziers’ Trade Union of Great Britain and 
Ireland claimed the right to do certain parts 
of the heating installation, which was always 
the custom. As a result the members of the 
Irish Engineering Union employed ou the 
contract withdrew their labour. 

Mr. P. Bourke said that if the contract had 

been placed locally there would have been 
no strike, 
_ With reference to the strike in connection 
with the new building due to the refusal 
of the carpenters to handle iron window- 
frames, 

Alderman J. Reidy, T.D., appealed for a 
settlement, and suggested with that object 
that the Limerick Conciliation Board in 
operation some years ago be revived. There 
was a number of trade disputes pending in 
the city, and unless action was taken now 
the position would become very serious, 

The Mayor said that he had great hopes of 
effecting a settlement in the carpentry trade 
with the Federation of Master Builders, in a 
letter, intimated that unless work was re- 
sumed by a certain date they would have 
legal proceedings taken against the Amalga- 
mated Society of Woodworkers. 

It was stated to-day that, through the in- 
tervention of the Mayor, a strike of gas 
workers have adopted a general policy of 
employment: of outsiders on the construction 
of a gas main at the Island Field houses, 
Limerick,. has been averted. 

In a statement issued hy members of the 
Master Builders’ Association it is charged 
that the Amalgamated Society of Wood- 
cutters have adopted a general policy of 
harassing local contractors, and have im- 
peded the building industry in the city by 
aggressive actions. Frequent withdrawals of 
labour had occurred without notifying the 
contractors, with the result that carrying on 
the building industry was almost impossible. 
Some months ago, the document continues, 
members of the society withdrew their labour 
from Limerick Mental Hospital contract be 
cause of the use of steel window frames, but 
no objection was raised to steel window 
frames in England, which is the headquarters 
of the union, or in Dublin, Cork or Dundalk. 

If present conditions. continue, the docu- 
ment states, the building industry in Lime- 
rick would be closed down within a fortnight.

Flynn was a 
decent, respectable man, and the son of very 
decent parents. 

Michael Devine swore that Duff. told him 
that he had taken the monty, and witness 
later asked him had Flynn been implicated in 
the job, and Duff said “no.” Witness got 
the money from Duff, and threw it through 
a window into Collins’s house. 

The jury found Flynn ' not guilty,” and 
he was discharged. 

The Judge said that it was just as likely 
as not that this robbery had been the cause of 
the old man’s death. He sentenced Duffy to 
} six months’ imprisonment, to date from the 
date of his arrest. sá
